The British flag is now over 


humble suppliants by relative rulers 
placed on the throne by the French 
Military emperor, Germany has risen 
from these ashes to the commanding 
power of the continent. By a magnifi- 
cent exhibition of patriotism and sac- 
rifice, Germany has risen to the mod- 
ern power which position is now ea- 
dangered in.:the present war. 
"The second is the evident suprem- 
acy of Great Britain on the sea. Eng- 
land in her early history wisely set 
out to be mistress of the oceans and 
she has succeeded. Napoleon would 
have given his very crown to have 
ridden off her navy but, no, Nelson 
swept his ships and crushed his hopes 
of invading the impenetrable islands. 
Then and now, the British war fleet 
indicates that it is impossible to In- 
vade Great Britain. England rules on 
the sea and her mighty commercial 
trade is guarded by the most formida- 
ble fleet in the world. 
"When Waterloo was over England 
set about to expand, to extend her 
control into foreign lands with colo- 


by Rev. David Beaton, were rewarded 
with a clear explanation of the pres- 
ent war crisis.

confined his address to a. broad view 
of the war, free from petty prejudices 
and gave the large audience a. clear 
understanding of the deep-rooted, par- 
amount and fundamental events lead- 
ing to the mighty- conflict.

Briefly, Dr. Beaton summed up the 
fundamental causes of the war as be- 
:ng an armed test for the supreme rule 
in commercial and colonial expansion. 
History was reviewed in explaining 
the situation and the speaker 
evi- 
denced his clear knowledge of mod- 
ern conditions and an understanding 
of the events which lead to the hos- 
tility that is rocking the world. Dr. 
Beaton, in,part, said: 


"One 
hundred years ago the cradle 


from which this war was born was be- 
ing rocked by the conflicts ol Na- 
poleon. 
The last century of the 
world's history has seen men and na- 
tions advance swiftly until we 9f to- 
day look upon war as an uncivilized 
means of nations for conquest. 
One 
hundred years ago, in June, when Na- 
poleon 
Bonaparte, 
the 
fighter 
of 
France, was overwhelmed, his power 
destroyed and he was ba-nished to St. 
Helena, the foundation of the present 
crisis was laid. 
"From that time the world has gone 
forward but in its progress and the 
growth of power, lines were drawn 
that called for a test of arms with 
the modern destructiveness of 
war 
equipment, tremendous power of the 
troops, the quickness of transporting 
millions of fighting men. 


"Our 
president, to whom we as citi- 
zens should prove loyal and feel Just- 
ly proud, has issued two proclama- 
tions. One calls for this nation, free 
from European tangles, to remain neu- 
tral, and the other for a united prayer 
for peace. 
This stand will mean a 
jiew definition ot American citizen- 
fsliip. 
It %yill mean that an American 


will be without allegience to foreign 
military service or rule. We are on 
the eve of new ideas in citizenship. 
The call for a nation-wide appeal to 
God. the peace king, is a noble exam- 
ple of the American people in appeal- 
ing for a Christian settlement of the 
strife. 


"Why 
are they at war? Has the 
ivorld learned no better by advanced 
civilization? Has not experience warn- 
ed us of the terrible wages of war? 
Are. we no better than the 
savage 
Funs and Norsemen ot old, bent on 
ideas of conquest 
and 
the lust of 
fighting? Have not the world's ideas 
changed or that the treaties signed 
even by the warring nations at the 
Hague stand for something? The 
moral consciousness of the people has 
been dealt a face blow that has left 
the individual staggering. 
"Tills is not a religious war. Thank 
heaven and praise God that the age is 
past when people or nations should 
be opposed because of religions feel- 
ing. 
This 
is not 
a war-of kings 
against democracy or race 
against 
race. It is not a question of dynasties 
or the divine right of monarchs as 
sometimes 
expressed 
by American 
people and the press. The restilt may 
be the change of forms of government, 
but that is another thing. 
"The astounding part of the war. is 
that the leaders of each country, the 


one-fifth of the entire world, showing 
Great Britain's energies on this pol- 
icy. Germany on the other hand, se- 
cured her freedom and set about to 
advance her people in education. How 
well she has succeeded is shown by 
the greatness of her leaders who out- 
shine the world in many instances. 
England enlarged her navy, expanded 
her trade on the sea and planted the 
British, flag in all corners 
of 
the 
globe while Germany started develop- 
ing into a modern nation. 
"Prussia, the leading state, went to 
war with the then powerful Austria 
and the Prussian troops swept down 
the Austrian 
cavalry which 
were 
thought invincible. This was the be- 
ginning of the imperial destiny of 
Prussia. The Franco-Prussian war was 
decided at Bossbach and Leuthen when 
Frederick the Great made Prussia the 
greatest military power of old Europe

statement made by Count Von Berns 
torff, 
German ambassador to

"United States, about the same time. 
"Talk of peace was started by the 


people of the United States," 
the 


ambassador said. "Its continuance 
after the answer sent by the German 
government, 
through 
Ambassador 


Gerard, depends upon the attitude of 
the allies. 


"As long as they talk of crushing 


and dismembering Germany there is 
absolutely no possibility of peace. I 
am quoting Premier Asquith 
and 


other Englishmen. I have no idea 
that Germany could be crufehed or 
dismembered. 


"No lasting peace would be possible 


if a square inch of German territory 
was given up. That applies to the 
colonies of Germany as well as the 
German empire itself. It is perfectly 
clear that if any territory was taken 
Germany would arm to the teeth." 


Count von Bernstortf was asked if 


it was possible that peace in- Europe 
might lead to general disarmament. 
"That," he replied, "would depend 


on the sentiment with which peace 
was entered into by the allies.'" 


Count ven Bernstor£f said that un- 


doubtedly the German emperor had 
been informed of the talk between 
Ambassador Gerard and the imperial 
German chancellor and 
that 
the 


answer given had been first submitted 
to the emperor. He added that it 
should be emphatically understood 
that from a military standpoint Ger- 
many Was not seeking: peace at this 
time any more than before." 


These two dispatches express the 
sentiment of the two leading nations 
involved, and they suggest that no 
rift in the war cloud is yet visible. 
The pathetic side of the story is con- 
tained in the following dispatch, of 
late date. 


Over 800 wounded Germans arrived 


In Bordeauz 
tonight. 
They were 


conveyed in motor ambulances to the 
Vaintialles barracks. 


The men were pitiful samples of 


the German military system. 
They 


were haggard and exhausted and 
their eyes were expressionless but 
for dumb terror 
They looked more 


.like hunted 
animals than 'human 


beings. One German prisoner 
said 


with tears in his eyes: 


"War is a terrible thing. 
We did 


not want it, not one of us. 
Bo you 


recommend it, and the sooner it is re 
pealed, the better it will be for the 
people of the state.

After Germany's ultimatum to Rus- 
sia demanding explanation of the mo' 
bilizatlon of the czar's armies,' Mies 
Lovejoy descni_.s her experiences as 
follows: 
"On Aug. 3 Switzerland as a unit 
became apprehensive. 
There were 
many who remembered the Franco- 
Prussian strife of 1870 when Switzer- 
land became the haven of refugees of 
both belligerent nations. Wounded 
and deserters flocked to this country 
at this time and caused much priva- 
tion and hardship to the Swiss. 
"Switzerland on Oct. 3 began the 
mobilization of her army. 
There is 
no reguttar standing force in th"e little 
country and as a result men of mili- 
tary age came from the fields, the 
stores and factories and all lines of 
industries. Panic ensued. The gov- 
ernment confiscated the horses from 
the farms and cities and the drays and 
wagons and automobiles, all f6r mili- 
tary use. 
Fortifications sprang up 
like magic on the little nation's fron- 
tier. Tne forts were garrisoned and 
the embreyo soldiers patrolled .all rail- 
road lines, guarded the bridges and 
kept sharp lookouts at the strategic 
points. 
"Small change, gold and silver com- 
pletely disappeared. 
The 
peasants 
were hoarding it up, consequent on 
the dire results and experiences of 
1870. 
I had a 100 franc bill but could 
not get it changed. It was impossible 
to secure any small monies. Peasants 
coming to the door with wild straw- 
berries were unable to dispose of the 
fruit 
because 
of the 
scarcity . of 
change. The government later Issued 
paper money and in a small way this 
relieved somewhat the money^panic. - 
"The peasants began pull-chasing 
large supplies of flour, sugar, all food- 
stuffs, kerosene, charcoal for fuel and 
many other necessary' commodities for 
home use. As a result several large 
stores were compelled to close for sev- 
eral days but later arrangements were 
made with France and Italy to ship 
in products. 
It was found necessary 
by the government to permit pur- 
chases only in small quantities. 
"The men left for the frontier just 
In the time of crop harvest. In the 
country where we were the big crop 
is hay. At the order of mobilization 
they left their homes and fields and 
went to their country's aid. The hay 
In most cases rotted in the field. The 
women 
and old men and children 
brought in a share of the harvest, but 
much was wasted because it could not 
be properly cared for. All the horses 
were taken for military use 
from 
Grindelwald 
and 
the surrounding 
country, with the exception of one old 
animal in the village. 
He had the 
heaves and was a broken-down old 
plug and was unfit for army duty. 
"Industry was crippled. The brains 
and workers and skilled laborers of 
the factories were called away. This 
;hrew thousands of girls and women 
!rom employment. The butcher ahd 
laker and everybody was at the front. 
Chocolate, embroidery and textile fac- 
:ories and many others had to close. 
"The Swiss buy all their bread. The 
baker went to arms and we got no 


to France reservists of the allies who 
were In the United States.

low with a layer of chopped onions, a 
little parsley, summer savory, and sea- 
son with pepper. Add a layer of split 
crackers, which have been soaked in 
warm water until moist, but not ready 
to break. Above this lay a stratum .of 
pork, and repeat the order given above 
until materials are exhausted. 
Let 
the topmost layer be buttered crack- 
ers, well soaked. 
Pour in enough cold 
water to cover. 
Stew gently "or an 
flour. 
Add water as required from 
the boiling tea kettle. When the chow- 
der is thoroughly done, take out with 
a peforated skimmen and put into a 
tureen. Thicken the gravy with a ta- 
blespoon flour and the same quantity 
of butter. Boil up and pour over the 
chowder. Send sliced, lemon, pickles 
or stewed tomaties to the table with 
the chowder. 
Kedgeree—Free one pound of cold 
cooked fish from skin and bones and 
break into flakes. Wash and boil in 
plenty of boiling salted water one cup 
race;' drain and cool. Melt in a sau'ce- 
pan four tablespoons butter, put in the 
rice, fish and mix well, then add one 
well-beaten egg, salt, pepper and pap- 
rika- to taste, stir over the fire for a 
few minutes, pile high on a hot dish, 
garnish with parsley and three hard- 
cooked eggs cut in rings. 
Serve hot. 


Baked Halibut—Lay a piece of hali- 
but weighing four pounds in cold 
water for half an hour, then wipe dry 
and lay in a covered roaster. Pour 
over it one cup boiling water, in which 
have been melted two tablespoons but- 
ter. 
Bake until tender and keep hot 
on a platter while you thicken the 
gravy left in the pan with browned 
flour and butter, and season with one 
teaspoon each of lemon and onion 
juice. Strain and send to the table 
in a gravyboat. 


Grilled Mutton—The second day of 
a roast, cut rather thick slices from it, 
the best pieces, and brush them over 
with olive oil, which is seasoned with 
a little pepper and salt. Then ' broil 
quickly for a minute on each side. 


Curried 
Mutton—• Cuirried 
mutton 
prepared from cold cooked mutton is 
excellent. But it is a dish that re- 
quires care in the making. Peel and 
slice two tart apples and two medium 
sized onions and fry them lightly in 
drippings. Mix a heaping teaspoonful 
of flour and gradually mix it with a 
cupful of stock. Pour this over the 
apples and onions and stir ulntil it 
boils and becomes thick. Then strain 
and season with salt and pepper. Cool 
and add a pound and a half of small 
pieces . of mutton. Heat slowly and 
serve with boiled rice.

The German schools are of three 
classes, the Folkschule, 
Mittelschule 


and Gymnasia. 
The first 
named 
only 
are free, 


and 95 per cent of all German child- 
ren are educated in them. They pro- 
vide only six years of work. A child 
if promoted every year would finish 
when twelve years old, but the law re- 
quires him to attend until he is four- 
teen, so he must repeat that grade un- 
til he reaches the required age. 


The Mittelschule charges a small 
tuition, Sill a year, but small as it is, 
it is prohibitive to 95 per cent of the 
children. Everyone is anxious to send 
his child to the Mittlesclvule or Gym- 
nasia as these schools offer the only 
doors to later preferment, and afford 
the only oportunities to attain the best 
in German life. 
Some languages are taught in Mit- 
telschiile and it is possible to study

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SOIL FOR ALFALFA 


Government Survey of Soils Shows Al- 


falfa Could be Raised Advantage- 


ously in County Named. 


Alfalfa is becoming an important 
rrop in Jefferson county Wis., accord- 
ing to a report of the soil survey made 
of the county by the bureau of soils, 
I" S. department of agriculture. On a 
considerable number of dairy farms 
it is considered the most important 
crop that can be produced since it 
vields a larger amount of valuable 
fed per acre than any other 
crop 
adapted to the region. Yields of four 
tons per acre are common while six 
tons have been secured on the most 
highly improved forms. 
The survey was made for the pur- 
pose of classifying the different types 
of soil and determining to what crops 
they are best adapted. The report, 
which has just been issued, is accom- 
panied by a map in colors showing the 
location and extent of the differnt 
types of soil as well as the location of 
churches, school houses, roads, and 
streams in the county. 
Alfalfa is grown most extensively 
on the Miami silt loam. Miami gravelly 
sandy loam and Fox silt loam. About 
20 pounds of seed per acre is the usual 
amount sown. There is a larger acre- 
age devoted to oats than to any other 
crop in the county. Peas of the best 
quality are produced on the Miami silt 
loam. 
The truck industry has not been de- 
veloped to any extent. Every farm 
tas a garden where all sorts of veg- 
etables are grown for home use but 
the market garden has not been devel- 
oped.

Toul—A northeastern French gar- 
rison town 15 miles west of Nancy and 
1'3 miles from the Lorraine border. Its 
population is about 11,000. It is bor- 
dered on the south by the Moselle 
river and on the north by the Marne- 
Rine canal. Immediately after 
the 
Franco-Prussian war the whole system 
of frontier defense was revised 
in 
France, and Toul was made the most 
formidable of all the new fortresses of 
the Meuse and Moselle. 
The 'peri- 
meter of the Toul defenses proper is 
nearly 30 miles, and their mean dis- 
tance from the town about six miles. 
The city is connected with the for- 
tress of Verdum by the "euse line" of 
barrier tons. The town's industries 
Include the manufacture of porcelain; 
Its trade is in wine and brandy. It is 
one of the oldest towns in France.
